photographs are numbered and -were acknow- 
ledged by the captive ernfs+artes to have been 
given them by the Japanese Intelligence Depsrt- 
ment for the purpose cf identifying one another 
when cccation arose. ‘ 

Ever since reports ‘became current that the 
Chinese government had decided to make over-
